foreign shipping today to steer 
clear of the Japanese naval con­ 
centrations in the W hangpoo 
river and the Yangtze estuary,

American women and children 
marooned in w ar-girt Shanghai. 
United States and British naval 
com m anders were understood to 
be discussing inauguration of na ­ 
val convoys to force a safe pas­ 
sage down the river for American 
and B ritish mercy ships rushing 
refugee from the war area.

arm ed w arship escorts would re­ 
sist forcibly any attem pts to mo­ 
lest foreign shipping.

Statisticians a t the office of 
education also predicted today 
th a t one . 't of every two en­ 
tering colleg 
will get a degree 
in 19 41.

—1,250,000 — eq uals about half 
the total num ber of living col­ 
lege graduates in the United 
States — 2,515,000. 
Reduction in part-tim e job 
assistance through the national 
youth adm inistration m ay pare 
those

officials 
said. 
A rthur 
Williams, 
executive 
assistant 
NYA 
adm inistrator, 
has announced th a t present ap­ 
propriations will perm it aid to 
about 9 2,000 college stsudents 
in 19 37 - 38, a decrease of 46,000 
or one-third from last year. 
He said the num ber of needy 
high school students earning $6 
or less a m onth probably will be 


cut from about 258,000 to 19 3,- 
000 on the basis of present ap­ 
propriations. 
Educators said the decrease 
may prevent realization of their 
estim ate of 6,400,000 high school 
students for 19 37-38. T h at num ­ 
ber, they said, represents rough­ 
ly one-half the living high school 
graduates in this country — 11,- 
861,000. 
Last year there were 
5,9 75,242 
students 
in

schools. 
Officials said rapid increases 
in high school enrollm ent are 
due to the economic situation 
and . to “the American educa­ 
tional philosophy which leads 
men to insist th a t their sons 
have 
better 
educations 
th an 
they had.’ 
O ther 
factors 
cited 
were 
changes in high school curricu­ 
la which have interested stu­ 
dents in rem aining the full four 
years, and developm ent of junior 
high schools. 
The latter have 
advanced the grade when most 
students drop out of school from 
the eighth to the ninth, accord­ 
ing to E. M. Foster, chief of the 
statistical division of the office 
of education.

crime, were reunited in death to ­ 
day 13 years after th e robbery 
th a t started Dillinger on his ca­ 
reer. 
Singleton, 
45-year-old 
WPA 
worker, was killed by a freight 
train near here last night. 
Dillinger, fresh from his fa­ 
th e r’s farm , held up a grocery 
store w ith Singleton. Their vic­ 
tim recognized Dillinger and he 
and Singleton were arrested. 
Dillinger pleaded guilty and 
was sentenced to 10 to 21 years 
in prison where he spent eight 
of them before being paroled, to 
engage in his spectacular career 
of violence th a t ended in death 
in Chicago when federal agents 
cornered him. 
Singleton 
pleaded 
innocent, 
obtained a change of venue and 
was sentenced to 2 to 14 years.

were blamed by penal experts for

take a chance on having the vessel torpedoed. In 
Poland and Rumania there are riots, there is 
trouble brewing in the Holy Land. Going further 
east, y ou will find a revolt in Sy ria against the 
French which is believed to have been inspired by 
Italian and Turkish intrigue. Would y ou like to 
visit the magic island of Madagascar? British 
troops have been suppressing labor riots in the 
sugar cane fields there and the situation is far 
from lovely . 
If y ou go to South America, y ou might possibly 
run into a fair-sized revolution in any of the 
countries. India is by no means quiet, and there 
are occasional outbursts in Iraq and Arabia. You 
may visit Italy but y ou will not be perm itted to 
criticize any Blackshirt activities, no m atter to 
what extent those fellows annoy y ou.

This is the gist of some advice recently offered 
investors by one of the nation’s leading security 
authorities — Charles R. Gay , President of the 
New York Stock Exchange. Mr. Gay pointed out, 
further, th at Federal supervision of securities 
and state Blue Sky laws, even though they have 
accomplished some fine results, are no assurance 
of investment safety . In some cases, these laws 
have actually encouraged the fake security busi­ 
ness— illegitimate brokers use the fact of gov­ 
ernm ent supervision as an opportunity for im­ 
position on the unwary , offering it as evidence 
of either their own character or the character 
of their securities. The law can’t catch every 
crook, whether he be a second-story man or the 
operator of a bucketshop. 
There is no substitute for personal prudence 
and caution on the part of the security buy er. 
Rules of the New York Stock Exchange require 
that all concerns listing stocks and bonds on its 
board, make public exhaustive information per­ 
tinent to their past experience, the quality of 
their management, the purpose for which new 
securities are issued, etc. Any one interested can 
obtain this information and discover precisely 
what he is buy ing. The investor who falls for 
the old dodge of a “sure thing th at will earn 50 
per cent a y ear profit,” will lose his money 99 
times out of 100.

“A similar d ecrease is prob­ 
able this year,” Foster said . “We 
estimate this fall’s en rollmen t 
in public elemen tary schools at 
about 9 0,000 less than last year.

The bu s, a cru iser-ty pe trans­ 
port v ehicle, rolled end ov er end 
after the crash, coming to a halt 
on its top. The bu s and the 
au tomobile were wreck ed com­ 
pletely . The interior of the bu s 
became a tangled mass of bod­ 
ies and lu ggage when the top 
cru shed against the seats. Some 
of the v ictims cou ld not be ex ­ 
tricated u ntil the v ehicle was 
righted. 
Su rv iv ors told graphic stories 
of the crash. 
Charles Brady , 26 , of Carroll- 
v ille, Wis., only slightly hu rt, 
said, “I was asleep at the time 
in the middle of the bu s. I wok e 
u p as the bu s tu rned ov er and 
managed somehow to crawl ou t. 
Ev ery one was screaming.” 
James Kelleher, 27, of Chica­ 
go, said, “We were stu ck in there. 
We cou ldn’t get ou t. It hap­ 
pened so q u ick ly I don’t k now 
ju st what occu rred.” 
Kelleher was clit and bru ised, 
bu t his wife, 24, was one of those 
k illed. They had been married 
only a y ear, and he sobbed, “She 
was all I had.” 
Charles Bak er, 21, of Marion, 
111., who su ffered fractu red ribs 
and cu ts, told how he was 
k nock ed u nconsciou s by the im­ 
pact. 
“When I awok e,” Bak er said, 
“I was ly ing on the grou nd near 
the wreck age. It was terrible.”

Alfred G. Carpenter, 22, of Iowa 
City , la., and Ray mond J. Bu l­ 
k in, bu s Negro porter of Chica­ 
go, all in the bu s.
